Dow Jones plunges after 
cuts in Greece stir unrest

ATHENS, Greece Greek lawmakers ap- 
proved drastic austerity cuts Thursday 
needed to secure international rescue 
loans worth $140 billion and police fired 
tear gas to repel stone-throwing protesters 
after the vote. 

In New York, Dow Jones industrials 
plunged almost 1,000 points before re- 
covering as investors succumbed to fears 
that Greece’s debt problems would halt 
the global economic recovery. Traders 
watched protests in the streets of Athens 
on TV. 

The market’s plunge came less than 
90 minutes before the end of trading. The 
Dow’s drop was its largest loss ever during 
the course of a trading day, but it recovered 
to a loss of 347 points at the close. All the 
major indexes lost more than 3 percent. 
Computer problems were being investi-

gated for possibly worsening the sell-off. 

The clashes in Greece came a day after 
violent protests left three people dead after 
a bank was firebombed in Athens. 

Greek lawmakers voted 172-121 to ap- 
prove the austerity measures —worth about 
$38.18 billion through 2012—that will slash 
pensions and civil servants’ pay and further 
hike consumer taxes. 

The rescue loans are aimed at contain-

ing the debt crisis and keeping Greece’s 
troubles from spreading to other countries 
with vulnerable state finances such as Por- 


tugal and Spain. The money will come from 
the International Monetary Fund and the 
15 other governments whose countries use 
the euro. 

Fears of Greek default have under- 
mined the euro, and while the current 
package should keep Greece from imme- 
diate bankruptcy, its long-term prospects 
are unclear. 

The country’s growth prospects are 
weak, and the population’s willingness 
to accept cutbacks may wane, leading 
some economists to predict an eventual 
debt restructuring somewhere down the 
road.

Police said the girl had been staying with 
Davis in the Bronx for a few weeks. He beat 
her up, drove her to the Holiday Inn and told 
her she had to have sex with Taylor, police 
said. Davis handed her over to Taylor, who 
sexually assaulted her, they said. Taylor paid 
her $300, which she gave to Davis, police said. 

On the way back from Suffern, the girl sent 
text messages to her uncle spelling out what 
had happened, Browne said. The uncle then 
went to the police, he said. 

There was no phone number listed at the 
address provided by police for Davis and it 
wasn't clear if he had an attorney. His relation- 
ship with the girl also was unclear.

Vetting begins for jury 


in ex-cop’s perjury case 


Burge faces charges in connection with alleged police torture in ’7Os, ’8Os

CHICAGO Dozens of potential jurors ar- 
rived at federal court Thursday to fill out 
an extensive, 29-page questionnaire, as 
attorneys prepared for the trial of a for- 
mer Chicago police official charged with 
lying about the alleged torture of murder 
suspects. 

Former police Lt. Jon Burge listened 
closely as US. District Judge Joan H. 
Lefkow urged the potential jurors to tell 
the truth on the questionnaire designed to 
detect possible bias. 

“I want you to be absolutely candid in 
your responses to the questionnaires,” she 
said. She said the process would help attor- 
neys pick a “fair and impartial” jury. 


Burge, who is charged with obstruction 
of justice and perjury, is a key figure in the 
investigation into alleged police torture in 
the 1970s and 1980s. 

Former Gov. George Ryan pardoned 
four former death row inmates and com- 
muted the sentences of all other prison- 
ers under sentence of execution in 2003 as 
questions about the evidence against them 
and the possible use of police torture to ex- 
act their confessions mounted. 

Two special prosecutors appointed by 
the Circuit Court of Cook County found 
that police had beaten, kicked, shocked or 
otherwise tortured scores of prisoners to 
get confessions. 

But they said the mistreatment hap- 


pened so many years ago that it could no 
longer be prosecuted. 

Burge has pleaded not guilty to a fed- 
eral indictment charging that he lied when 
questioned about the alleged torture. 

Burge was the commander of the violent 
crimes unit at the Area 2 detective head- 
quarters on the South Side when much 
of the activity in question allegedly took 
place. 

He was fired by the department in 1993 
and now lives in retirement in Florida. 

Burge said little as he left the court- 
house but answered “terrible” when asked 
how he felt. 

He indicated that he was speaking of his 
physical health but did not elaborate.

Toyota 
sign clears 
first hurdle 


Commission says yes 
to Wrigley ad, but 
alderman not on board

The Cubs gained initial clearance to 
erect a large Toyota advertisement at 
Wrigley Field, but the future of the sign 
is muddled after the alderman whose 
ward includes the landmarked ballpark 
opposed it. 

“I do not currently support the place- 
ment of a 360-square-foot Toyota sign 
in Wrigley Field as it is not in keeping 
with the character of the neighborhood 
or with the spirit of the city’s landmarks 
ordinance,” Ald. Tom Tunney, 44th, said 
in front of a packed room at Thursday’s 
meeting of the Commission on Chicago 
Landmarks. 

The landmarks commission approved 
the Toyota ad, but its decision will not 
end the controversy surrounding the sign. 
Tunney said the Cubs still are required to 
go before the buildings committee of the 
City Council to get approval because of 
the size of the sign. Without his support, 
council authorization may be in doubt, 
jeopardizing the Cubs’ attempt to gener- 
ate more revenue from the ballpark. 

Until Thursday, Tunney had not public- 
ly taken a side on the sign. His opposition 
appeared to catch the new owners of the 
Cubs off guard. 

“We’ve had a couple of discussions ear- 
ly on with him, and he’s remained fairly 
neutral,” Cubs Chairman Tom Ricketts 
said after the meeting. “We'll have to 
sit down and talk about what his bigger 
thoughts are.” 

Tunney’s comments, however, did not 
influence the landmarks panel, which vot- 
ed 8-1 in favor of the sign. 
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General Assembi 
patches together budget

SPRINGFIELD The state budget that Demo- 
crats who control the General Assembly began 
considering Thursday represents a crazy-quilt 
of financial options designed to get lawmakers 
back home with the least amount of political 
fallout before they face voters in November. 

The mad scramble to keep schools and social 
services afloat relies on raising the cigarette 
tax by $1 a pack, allowing an amnesty for de- 
linquent taxpayers, cashing in a portion of the 
state’s tobacco lawsuit settlement windfall and 
punting a state worker pension payment to the 
end of January. Gov. Pat Quinn also stands to 
get sweeping emergency powers to cut the bud- 
get and direct money toward pressing needs. 

In a nod to frustrated taxpayers who'll be 
voting in the fall, the House approved a partial 
sales tax holiday on August back-to-school pur- 
chases and the General Assembly signed off on 
an extension of a popular property tax break 
for Cook County homeowners. 

While the budget situation was still fluid 
Thursday in what’s supposed to be the waning 
hours of the spring session, Democrats moved 
to delay a $3.8 billion pension payment until af- 
ter a new governor takes office early next year. 
It was a response to Republicans who balked at 
providing the votes needed for a second con- 
secutive year of borrowing to cover public em- 
ployee retirement costs.

Booze permits move

Fourteen new locations selling beer and li- 
quor are a step closer to opening on the city’s 
lakefront after the City Council’s License 
Committee approved a Chicago Park Dis- 
trict request to more than double the num- 
ber of liquor licenses along Lake Michigan. 
The panel unanimously approved Mayor 
Daley’s proposal Thursday to increase the 
number of businesses allowed to serve li- 
quor in park district lakefront property 
following assurances that the district does 
not want to create a bar scene in city parks. 
“The Chicago Park District is not at 
all interested in creating a tavern, pack 
aged goods or any sort of beer garden en- 


vironment anywhere on its property, and 
consumption of alcohol is intended to be 
limited to the footprint of the premises as 
provided for in the liquor license application 
as submitted by each individual applicant,” 
said Timothy King, the park district’s direc- 
tor of intergovernmental affairs. 

While the park district hopes to move 
quickly to get restaurants up and running 
at the new locations, King said it’s possible 
only one new spot—South Shore Golf 
Course—will be serving alcohol by early 
this summer, because there’s already a fa- 
cility at that location. 

The proposal will next head to the full 
City Council for consideration.

100-ton box 
brought to 
oil spill site 


ON THE GULF OF MEXICO Crews pre- 

pared Thursday to lower a too-ton box 
they hoped would cut off most of the crude 
spewing from a blown-out well in the Gulf of 
Mexico, the urgency of their task underscored 
by oil that started washing up on delicate bar- 
rier islands. 

If the concrete-and-steel box they plan to 
plunge a mile into the ocean works, it could 
collect as much as 85 percent of the oil leaking 
from the ocean floor. The technique has not 
previously been tried at that depth. 

“Hopefully, it will work better than they ex- 
pect,” first mate Douglas Peake told The Asso- 
ciated Press aboard the ship that brought the 
box to the site. 

It won't solve the problem altogether. Oil 
has been leaking since the Deepwater Hori- 
zon drilling rig exploded April 20, killing 1 
workers. Crews are drilling a relief well to take 
the pressure off the blown-out well at the site, 
but that could take up to three months. 


Flood toll rises 


Dozens dead, others feared missing across Southern states 


NASHVILLE, Tenn. City crews were 

set to begin hauling away residents’ 
flood-ruined possessions Thursday in 
Nashville and were reopening some roads 
closed by high water in the aftermath of 
flooding that killed at least 30 people in 
the southern US. 

As the rain-swollen Cumberland River 
continued to recede Wednesday, Nash- 
ville’s downtown remained without power 
and one of two water plants was disabled, 
but officials said progress was being made 
on both problems. 

Officials in Tennessee on Thursday re- 
ported the state’s 20th death from the storm. 

Another 10 people were killed in storms 
in Kentucky and Mississippi. Authorities 
are searching for at least four more people 
missing and feared dead in Tennessee and 
Kentucky. 

The deaths in Tennessee, Mississippi and 
Kentucky were blamed on weekend flood- 
ing and tornadoes. 

And the worst may not be over for the 
region: Rural western Kentucky was brac- 
ing for what could be the worst flooding 
there in 200 years. 

Families of the victims say the fast- 
moving waters flooded homes and roads 
so quickly that in many cases, there was no 
time to prepare or escape. Others simply 
underestimated the danger. 

Although the National Weather Service 
said the Cumberland had dropped about 
3 feet from its crest of 12 feet Sunday, water 
still covered Nashville’s so-called tent city, 
home to about 140 homeless people under

an interstate bypass along the riverbank. 
Several former residents walked the railroad 
tracks that bordered the high side of the en- 
campment Wednesday. 

“People have been trickling down here 
all day long,” said Raphael McPherson, a 
47-year-old resident who was at the site 
trying to find his cat, Jack. “They’re trying 


to see how far the water has receded and 
if they can even go back and get anything, 
but it’s a toxic area now.” 

McPherson and others said city officials 
had told them contaminants from the sur- 
rounding industrial area would make their 
campsite uninhabitable even after the wa- 
ter goes down.

there’s nothing better. I started going last year 
when they first started up.

When I hear the words cheap and sushi in 
the same sentence, I’m at once nervous—and 
intrigued. 

Apparently, I’m not the only one interested in 
budget-friendly sushi. Places such as Hyde Park’s 
Shinju Sushi (1375 E. 53rd St.) and Lakeview’s 
House of Sushi and Noodles (1610 W. Belmont 
Ave.) draw crowds with sushi specials. Sushi 
Para, in particular, has made a business of it. The 
restaurant got its start in Palatine before expand- 
ing to the city with Sushi Para II (2256 N. Clark 
St.). Recently, and with impressive efficiency, the 
empire doubled in size. Sushi Para D (543 W. Di- 
versey Parkway) opened in November in Lincoln 
Park. The latest, Sushi Para M (1633 N. Milwau- 
kee Ave.), opened Tuesday in Bucktown. 

How can one city support so many locations? 
Four magic words: All you can eat. 

At just $18.99 per person ($15.99 at lunch), 
Sushi Para’s all-you-can-eat deal, available every 
day, seems too good to be true. I had questions: 
Can I order anything on the menu? Do I have to 
order it all at once? Do I have to pay for what I 
order and don’t eat? 

No, no and yes, I learned on my virgin trip to 
Sushi Para M. 

Having mastered the basic rules of all-you-can- 
eat sushi, only one question remained: How much 
could I eat? 83 minutes and four plates later, I had 
my answer.

An intoxicating smell 
emanates from either the 
shiny wood floors or the 
walls, recently repainted in 
a grandma’s-powder-room 
shade of mauve. 


There’s a small sushi bar 


toward the back; the rest of 
the room is crammed with 
black Formica tables. The 
hostess greets us warmly and 
leads us to one. 


It's BYOB, but we’re not. Must 
stay focused. Green tea is the 
drink of choice. 


Our menus are open, but only 
out of habit. Does anyone 
come here and not order the 
all-you-can-eat deal? 


Inspired by the larger-than- 
life photo poster of sushi 
hanging on the wall above 
our heads, we turn to sheets 
listing all-you-can-eat options, 


pencils poised. The list is 
longer than I’d imagined: 
about 30 maki, 15 nigiri and 
15 apps. 


Order placed. | start with two 
eight-piece specialty rolls, two 
pieces of nigiri and an order 
of gyoza. My partner in crime 
orders four specialty rolls. 


Gyoza arrives. Four small 


pork- and scallion-filled pock- 
ets, emphasis on the scallion. 


| bite down hard into some- 
thing gristly and inedible. 
Discard. We eat the rest. 


It has arrived. Between us, 
we're facing 45 pieces of 
sushi. 


Nigiri disappointing. Snapper 
is watery, as if it’s been frozen. 
Sushi rice crumbles at the 
touch of chopsticks. 


Rolls now. The mayo-to-fish 
ratio is unsettling. I’m a quar- 
ter through my sushi and at 
least halfway through a jar of 
Kewpie mayo. 


Imitation crab. Boo. But 
what did | expect? 


| look across the table to 
see my dining companion 
picking pieces of salmon 
off the top of his spicy 
mayo-shrouded rolls, 
one by one. 

Me: “What’s the matter? 
You don't like salmon?” 
Him: “No, | do like salmon. 
| want to be able to taste 
it.” 


He declares that he 

will not be able to finish, 
mumbling something 
about the diameter of 
the shrimp tempura roll. 

| roll my eyes. He confess- 
es to having eaten a bur- 
rito at 2 p.m. Amateur. 


He has reached a 
standstill. He’s now 
talking about Frankenfish 
and the practice of 
injecting dye into tuna 
and salmon. Must not 
engage. Must maintain 
focus. 


| wonder aloud how long 
I can stay. If | could move 
to a booth and take a 
nap between courses, | 
could vastly improve my 
performance. 


No more than five 
seconds after | pop the 
last piece on my plate 
into my mouth, our 
server arrives with a 
fresh order sheet. | order 
a yellowtail roll anda 
spider roll, bringing the 
total number of pieces 


ordered to 56. She smiles. 


There is no judgment 
here. 


lam full. The rice must 
have expanded in my 
stomach while | was 
waiting. 


Next round. The spider 
roll, with too-sweet 
tempura batter and 
spoonfuls of tobiko as 
filler, is a conspiracy. | eat 
the middle from the last 


piece, leaving bits behind. 


The chewy nori on the 
yellowtail roll is my 
undoing. | have one piece 
left. | lift it to my mouth 
repeatedly, only to put it 
down again. 


Digging deep. | can do 
this. 


Defeat. | leave one piece, 
plus some rice and nori 
from my decimated spi- 
der roll. Across the table, 
my dining partner’s aban- 
doned plate holds five 
pieces, each topped with 
at least a tablespoon of 
congealing spicy mayo. 


We are done. Our server 
arrives to make it official. 
Typically, she explains, 
we'd be charged $1 for 
every three pieces left 
untouched. We get a 
pass because it’s open- 
ing night and she wants 
us to come back. And we 
might consider it, when 
we're ready to eat sushi 
again. No doubt Sushi 
Para M still will be going 
strong in February 2013.

‘Please Give’ an on-the-nose movie 


Writer-director Nicole Holofcener 
(“Lovely and Amazing”) has long excelled 
at addressing sad realities people may 
often prefer to ignore. In “Please Give,”
